Principally these four things—famine, 
| exposure to weather, bodily injury and 
violent death; things not altogether 
unknown to man, but to which beings 
‘living from hand to mouth, and in 
| Many cases upon each other, are more 
especially liable. It is undoubtedly 
| true that every year a certain number 
of animals are condemned to starva- 
_ tion, crowded out of existence by the 
pressure of surplus population, and this 
process must be attended by a certain 
amount of suffering. But it is exceed- 
_ ingly doubtful whether the suffering is 
_of that intense and dramatic kind 
which is popularly associated with the 
struggle for existence and the working 
of natural selection. It is not the case 
of a strong, healthy animal going out 
alone into the wilderness to struggle 
with the agonies of starvation. Itisa 
process which takes effect principally 
on the very young or the very old. The 
very young perish because the mother 
is too ill-nourished herself to supply 
them, or because they are not suffi- 
ciently vigorous to fend for themselves; 
the old go perhaps somewhat before 
their full time. In the one case life is 
stopped before much pain can have 
been felt, in the other case it is stopped 
after the greater part of its pleasure is 
past; in either case with very much 
tess than the maximum of suffering. 
In the majority of the higher mam- 
malia the operation of the Malthusian 
law very probably does no more than 
equal the rate of infant mortality in 
England 200 years ago, a rate which

A Cardinal’s Fear.) 


At the age of twenty Cardinal Riche- 
lieu was warned by a fortune teller 
that he would attain the highest digni- 
ties in the State and end his life by 
poison. Many anecdotes are related of 
the great statesman arising out of his 
constant dread of an untimely death. 
To guard against a sudden surprise his 
valet, Desnoyers, had to keep watch in 
his bedroom all night. In spite of his 
precaution Richelieu made a point of 
searching every partof the room be- 
fere he retired to rest. On one occa- 
sion he discovered two bottles of wine 
under his bed, where the valet had con- 
cealed them for the purpose of taking 
a little refreshment during the lonely 
hours of the night.© “ Desnoyers!” 
thundered Richoclicu in the ears of his 
perplexed valet, “ what is there in these 
bottles?” “Wine, Your Eminence; 
only wine, I assure you!” “And for 
whom is this wine, eh?” inquired 
Richelieu, whose suspicions were con- 
firmed by the increasing embarrass- 
ment of his servant. “For me, Your 
Eminence; I intended to drink it dur- 
ing the night,” “You shall do so 
atonce! Drink it this very moment !” 
“But ——” “Drink, you scoundrel, or 
——” Desnoyers, thus compelled, said 
no more, but emptied both bottles one 
after the other. The consequence was 
that he became helplessly drunk, and 
his master had to do without his 
guardianship for that night.

The practice of medicine in Russia is 
exceedingly onerous and unremunera- 
tive. A physician who fails to respond 
to the summons of a patient,is punished 
by a fine of from five to 100 roubles. If 
the case was a dangerous one, and the 
physician knew it, he may be impris- 
oned in the jail for three months. The 
legal fee for an ordinary visit is from 
744 to fifteen cents; for an accouche- 
ment, seventy-five cents. These laws 
are strictly enforced. An elderly Ger- 
man physician, an invalid, was called, 
on a stormy winter night, to attenda 
case seven miles distant. He objected 
to go unless he was reasonably remun- 
erated, naming his fee. The messen- 
ger left to ascertain whether this 
amount would be paid butdid not re- 
turn. The physician was subsequently 
arrested, tried, and condemned to 
eight days imprisonment. Besides, he 
had to pay his lawyer $250 in advance.

The farm 
houses along the route were decorated | 
and a continual ovation was tendered 
them. Tents had been erected on the | 
Tennent farm, and an immense crowd 
from the surrdunding country aod 
Philadelphia, including prominent 
Presbyterians of the division from al! 

A | 
long program has been arranged di- 
vided into two parts. It was opened 
with religious services. At 11:50 the 
President and Wanamaker entered the | 
large tent and were given a most en- 
thusiastic welcome. They took seats 
on the raised platform, aud as soon as | 
the party were seated the first paper | 
of the dav was read by Rev. D. K. 
Turner of Hartsville descriptive of the 
Log College and the useful career of its 
founder. He was followed bv Rev. 
Mr. Matterson of Philadelphia, editor 
of the Presbyterian, who delivered an 
address on Log College evangelists. 
Key. Dr. Murray Dean, of Princeton | 
College, delivered an address, followed 
by Rey. Dr. Mcliwaine, President of | 
Hampton Sydney College of Virginia, 
on the influence of Log College in the 
South. When President Harrison rose 
to speak the twenty-five thousand per- | 
sons present cheered him repeatedly. | 
He said in part: ‘‘I thank you for | 
your hospitable treatment of me and | 
mine to-day, but I must say I have | 
much pleasure in being here, for every | 
impulse of an honest pride which | 
stirs your hearts and moves 
mine. lam glad that you stand here | 
at the source of a great movement. 
[ have seen the Mississippi river pour- | 
ing out its enormous flood to the Gulf | 
and have bad the pleasure of standing | 
at the source of the great Missouri, but | 
what is the force and energy implied | 
by these rushing streams when com- 
pared with the movement inaugurated | 
here. [Applause.} I am glad to be| 
here to help celebrate one of those | 
great impulses springing from a small | 
beginning, and yet how far reaching | 
in its results and effects. I do not 
want unduly to exalt the Presbyterian | 
Church and yet I think historians who | 
have been untouched by partisanship 
will testify that it has been magnifi- 
cently pressed onward.

Recently the writer was assured, by 
adequate authority, that noextension of 
the C. & C. road was contemplated, or 
likely to be, as to open a southern out- 
let would permit the heaviest part of 
the traffie to slide into other hands 
after a very short haul, instead of hav- 
ing to come to Reno.

Any 
idea of our going to Mojave is now 
abandoned. Having once formed a 
junction with the proposed Frisco ex- 
tension you can readily see that it will 
form a new route to the FKastern 
States; and to the southern and west- | 
‘rn portions of this State fora very 

ne section of country in Eastern Cali- 
fornia and Western Nevada. In order 
to reach Mojave the Union Pacific will 
have to construct something like 500 
miles of roadd.”’ 

The Lmaminer adds: Railway 
people look upon this road as the 
nucleus of another big system on this 
Coast. They seem to think that it 
will join hands some day with the | 
narrow-gauge system north of Reno. 
The latter is known as the Nevada and 
California line, running from Reno 
north to Moran.

Lincoln’s Simplicity Illustrated. 


Without attempting to record with | 
any degree of consecutiveness the occur- 
rences that followed each other, like | 
the quick reports of a Gatling gun, I. 
will illustrate the simplicity of Abraham | 
Lincoln’s character, and the singular 
lack of what we recognize as discipline 
that obtained in those days by an inci- 
dent immediately after the battle of 
Bull Run. It was either the day after 
the battle of Bull Run or the day suc- 
ceeding that—a bright, beautiful day in 
the latter part of July, 1861—when Gen. 
McDowell's troops were drawn up some 
distance from Washington, that Presi- 
dent Lincoln and Secretary of State 
Seward visited the encampment. The 
soldiers were what were known as three 
month’s men. Their time expired prior 
to the battleof Bull Run, but with an 
esprit that was characteristic of the 
times, they decided to remain, and did 
so, sharing in the great drawn fight 
known throughout all time asthe first 
battle of Bull Run. The troops were 
drawn up by companies, the President 
standing in his carriage, Mr. Seward 
and Gen. McDowell not far off, address- 
ing them, thanking them for the loyalty 
which led them to remain rather than 
return to their homes, complementing 
them upon their gallantry under fire, 
and, in the name of the nation, assur- 
ing them of the respect and regard of 
their fellow-citizens. That was all very 
well. Imagine the scene that followed. 
Drawn up in double line, face to face, 
stood the troops. Leaving his carriage, 
the President of the United States 
started at the head of the line, and, 
with a“God bless you” to each, shook 
hands right and left with every man 
until he reached the end of the first 
company. Turning at the end of the 
second, he did the same with them, 
and so on through hundreds and hun- 
dreds. There was a narrow line between 
the sublime and the ridiculous, but 
Lincoln didn’t cross it, and although 
under ordinary circumstances such pro- 
cedure would be absurd and indefen- 
sible, under these circumstances he did 
precisely the right thing at the right 
time, and nine-tenths of those men
